Boyne Falls PTO to carpet 
elementary classroom 


Boyne Falls School will be 
getting new carpeting for one of 
their classrooms after the 
Parents-Teachers-Organization 
received approval from the 
board. They will be paying for 
the carpet and they hope to 
provide carpeting for a room a 
year, if the group can get the 
approval from other members. 

The first classroom to be car- 
peted by the donation of the 
PTO will be the first grade 
classroom, according to Debbie 
Kuhn, a member of the PTO in 
charge of the project. 

When board members asked 
about the maintenance cost of 
the free carpeting, they were 
told by superintendent Bob 
Redmond the cost would be 
about the same in man hours or 
slightly less as compared to the 
costs used presently. 

Kuhn told the board the PTO 
had not voted on the project yet, 
but figured the cost to the PTO 
would be about $940 per room. 


,She asked if the board would 


have any objection to the PTO 
providing the carpeting. 
The board agreed to accept 


the carpeting if the PTO desired 
to make it a project. 

The board then heard a report 
on the school’s audit which was 
recently completed. Niles Hill 
and another accountant with the 
firm went over the amount of 
money the school had spent last 
year in detail. Hill told the board 
the school had done a great job 
of budgeting which made the 
school system come out well in 
the audit. “Overall,” he told the 
board, “Your school is in good 
financial shape.” 

The board then agreed to 
start an honors’ club within the 
high school to reward those from 
an academic level similar to the 
sports level the school presently 
rewards athletes. 


Called the “Stars” program, 


the high school will honor those . 


who do well through the 
marking periods all the way to 
the end of the year. A proposed 
budget of $400 was approved to 
help start the program which 
will be run under the direction of 
the school principal. Mike 
Wallace told the board he was 
hoping to get area businesses to 


help support the academic 
program with other rewards as 
well. 

Bus drivers were asked what 
they would like to see the school 
do to help shorten the time it 
takes to get the kindergarten 
children from the morning 
session home earlier. Redmond 
gave the bus drivers a few dif- 
ferent options with which they 
could comment on to help 
alleviate the problem. Of the 
four options, the only one the 
bus drivers would respond to 
was to leave the situation the 
same as it is now. 

Last year, the board had used 
the Charlevoix County Transit 
busses to help get the children 
home sooner.

Thank you for not thinking of 
something else while reading 
this column.

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Boyne City, because of the lack of success in their 
sports program for the last few years, may be finding 
themselves left out of playing sports with many of the 
schools within easy traveling distance as the school year 
starts in 1988. 

The biggest reason for this may be blamed on the start 
up of a new sports league that will have many of the 
same schools that Boyne has been playing for years. 


Only Boyne will not be allowed to play with them. 


. As we understand sports schedules, schools play a few 


‘non-league teams, usually at the start of a season, and 


then spend the rest of the sports season playing the 
other schools within the conference the school is a mem- 
her of. 

With the beginning of a new league that will feature 
only eight schools, Sault Ste. Marie, Petoskey, Gaylord, 
iCheboygan, Grayling, Charlevoix, Rogers City, and St. 
Ignace, good old Boyne City may be left out playing a 
schedule that will make the student athletes travel miles 
to find teams with which to compete. 

Only Boyne City and Onaway will be the two schools 
left out of the new league. ’ 

This will leave Boyne City several options to consider. 

One would be to ask if they could join a present league 
that already has eight teams, and have them work out a 
schedule that would allow Boyne to Play with them. The 
nearest league presently under consideration is the Ski 
Valley League which includes such schools as East Jor- 
dan and Harbor Springs. 

Another option would be to go independent. There 
are several good things and several bad things about 
being an independent. The bad out weigh the good. The 
good things are that Boyne may be able to schedule 
schools they can compete with, may set up a schedule 
that would allow for exam periods, and vacations and 
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pinions. 


allow competition in sports of the schools choosing. 


The bad things include the amount of mileage the 
school will have to go to find that competition. While 
football games held on a Friday may not be too bad for 
traveling, when you get to basketball with games during 
the week, a drive with a school bus of over two hours 
would or could cause problems as far as safety, student 
health, arid studies are concerned. 

A third option would be to admit defeat as far as a 
sports program is concerned and eliminate almost all 
sports within the school. 

No matter what the choice the school board is going to 
have to make, they will have to make it soon so planning 
can be started. 

The one question being asked, by sports enthusiasts 
around town, is why? Why was Boyne so slow to realize 
this may happen? Why was Boyne not aware that a good 
sports program, with good coaching on all levels, a 
higher priority with school officials? Who should share 
the blame? 

Perhaps some of the blame can be put on the State 
High School Athletic Association for coming up with a 
computer program that requires point standings so 
schools can participate in state championships and get 
the recognition they desire. Perhaps some of the blame 
can be put on the Boyne City School Board who for 
years, has lacked the Jeadership to try to bring Boyne 
City back to a period when they were a sports power as 
they were in the fifties and early sixties. 

No matter where the blame is put, the sports program 
of the school is sure to suffer. Boyne will be facing bleak 
years in sporting success until they can find a league, 
provide the coaching, get the interest of the students 
who will make up the teams, and provide a sense of 
pride within the community.

Bumper Bowling gets started right 


Lifting a 10 pound to a 14 
pound bowling ball and having 
to roll it down a bowling lane 
without it going into a lane gut- 
ter may have been the toughest 
thing for a young bowler to do if 
they wanted to learn about the 
sport of bowling some years ago. 
All that is changed today, due to 
a new idea being brought to the 
Boyne City Lanes Bowie Cen- 
ter this year. 

Bumper bowling, a program 
designed to start out young 
bowlers on the right track has 
started at Boyne City Lanes and 
is drawing an_ astonishing 
amount of interest from parents 
and young bowlers with more 
and more children participating 
every week. 

The program is based on the 
problem many young bowlers 
have had to face as they tried to 
get a heavy ball down the alley 
to hit the pins and make a score. 
Many children just give up after 
throwing gutter ball after gutter 
ball without even getting the 
bowling ball past the approach 
area of the alley. 

Bumper bowling is designed 
so that the children  par- 
ticipating will have that chance 
to score points by knocking 
down the pins at the end of the 
alley. 

How the program works is 
almost too easy, one observer 
said, and why it hasn't started at 
other bowling centers in the 
area is unclear. 


Before any of the junior

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Burn education education 
should begin in your home 


-. It's been said that the kitchen 
is the heart of the home - the 
place where family and friends 
: refuge in comforting 
-aromas and lighthearted banter. 

-. Ironically, the kitchen is also 
the most dangerous room in the 
‘house, as far as burn accidents 
among very young children are 


_concerned. 


For children between the ages 
of 1 and 14, burns and fires are 
the leading cause of accidental 
death in the home, according to 
the statistics compiled by the 
National Institute for Burn 
Medicine (NIBM) in Ann Arbor. 
NIBM, a not-for-profit health 
care support organization, was 
founded in 1968 by Irving Feller, 
M.D., director of the University 
of Michigan Burn Center. 

Of these young burn victims, 
11.5 percent are infants and tod- 
dlers, half of whom are burned in 
the kitchen, These accidents al- 
most always occur atound 
mealtime. 

Hot liquid scalds are the most 
frequent type of burn among 
toddlers, whose curious hands 
grope overhead for pots and 
pans filled with hot liquids. 

For l-and 2 year olds, 77 per- 
cent are victims of their own ac- 
tions, 21 percent are innocent 
bystanders and 2 percent are in- 
tended victims, according to the 
National Burn Information Ex- 
change (NBIE), a national volun- 
tary data-gathering division of 
the U—M Burn Center. 

“A majority of these accidents 
could be prevented,” says 
Claudella A. Jones, R.N., 


education director of NIBM and 


director of Professional Ac- 
tivities at the U—M Burn Cen- 
ter. 

The activities which cause 90 
percent of the burn accidents 
among toddlers are entirely 
preventable, she says. Thirty- 
three percent of these children 
are burned while bathing; 42 
percent are burned while pulling 
over pots, pans, skillets and con- 
tainers of hot liquids, and 15 
percent are scalded by pulling 


_ over appliances or by having hot 
- liquid spilled on them, according 


the NBIE statistics. 
’ Jones estimates that more 
than 50 percent of all burn ac-

cidents involving children can be 
prevented. 

“The key is education,” she 
says. “It's a two-pronged thing. 
You've got to educate the kids 
{about burn prevention,) but the 
parents have to make an effort, 
too,” 

There is currently a bill in the 
Michigan Legislature (House Bill 
5556) which, if passed, will 
require the formation of a state 
commission to promote, support 
and conduct burn prevention 
programs for the general public 
through out Michigan. Known 
as the Fire Safety Education 
Act, the bill will see to it that 
everyone, from pre-school age 
children to adults, is supplied 
with education in all aspects of 
fire safety, prevention and con- 
trol. 

“The changes people have to 
make don’t cost any money and 
there’s no change in lifestyle 
required,” Jones says. The 
NIBM $ suggests the following 
burn prevention tips to make 
your home a safer place for 
children as well as adults: 

The Kitchen: Cook on back 
burners only. This will prevent 
children from pulling boiling 
liquids off front burners. Don't 
leave cords to electrical cooking 
appliances-dangling. Don't leave 
hot pans of food or liquids unat- 
tended on the range, counter- 
tops or tables. If this is 
unavoidable, push them to the 
very back of the counter or 
range. Don't leave pan handles 
extended over the edge of a 
counter or range. Don't let a 
young child pour or serve hot 
food or liquids. Don't pour hot 
coffee, tea, soup or other fluids 
at the table and leave them 
unattended. Don’t drink coffee, 
tea or other hot liquids with a 
child on your lap. Don’t store 
foods, especially cereal, over the 
stove - children could climb onto 
the stove to reach it. 

The Bathroom - The kitchen 
isn’t the only area of the house 
where children are prone to 
burn accidents. An additional 27 
percent of burn injuries to 
children 2 and under occur in the 
bathroom, almost always while 
the child is bathing, Jone says. 
To help minimize the risk of such

SAUCES AND GRAVIES 

In our modern _ society 
everyone can be a gourmet cook. 
I am amazed at: the choices of 
sauces and gravies available; 
even our fast-food restaurants 
serve delicious dips and sauces 
for chicken, fish or beef. 

This would not surprise our 
grandmopthers who made 
sauces for almost every dish 
they prepared. In Lowney’s 
Cookbook, published in 1908, 
there were recipes for 40 sauces 
for meat and vegetables and 39 
for puddings! 

In another old book, I found 31 
sauces for meat. and fish, 24 for 
puddings and 16 recipes for 
salad dressings. Grandma made 
her own cottage cheese, 
however, she never dreamed of 
eating her garden vegetables 
raw with a dip—think of what 
she missed! 

I am sold on the sauce mixes 
that come in an envelope. How 
would we make tacos without 
them? Just a suggestion: Serve 
lemon sauce mix over your next 
gingerbread made from a mix, 
the family will feel special. 

Our grandmothers made 
gravy for almost every meal in- 
cluding breakfast, and I doubt 
very much if there were any 
more obese people then than we 
have today. Though in olden 
times I understand that was no 
problem. I have read that when 
John Adams returned home 
from attending the Continental 
Congress, he was happy to find 
that his Abigail was “as plump 
as a pigeon.” 

My mother-in-law, Sarah 
Smith, taught me how to make 
brown gravy by browning flour 
in the frying pan, then adding 
meat drippings if she had them 
and then water or milk, stirring 
all the time. Her's always came 
out smooth, though if you have a

Add liquid 
a little at a time and boil 4 
minutes stirring all the time. If 
this is too thick thin with a little 
more: milk. This is another time 
when it is necessary to taste for 
the right amount of salt and 
pepper. 

Milk Gravy 

Mother made milk gravy very 
often and I still love it. It is made 
like the above only you do not 
brown the butter or 
season with salt and a little 

cayenne pepper. Or you can 
make a cream sauce this way for 
any vegetable or: 

Creamed Dried Beef 
Anold fashioned favorite 
t 21/2 oz. pkg. dried beef 
2 tablespoons butter

1cup half & half or milk

Then fried until 
golden brown and crisp... Milk 
gravy was nearly always made 
with the drippings. The old time 
salt pork had strips of lean in it 
like our bacon. I am afraid that 
the salt pork bought in chunks is 
a poor imitation of that good 
home made salt pork. 

Although I did buy a good 
brand recently in order to make 
corn chowder and I was 
delighted with the flavor. I had 
forgotten how good salt pork 
was, especially in chowder and 
will use some very soon in baked 
beans. 


Oh, by the way, I discovered 
those wooden boxes of salt cod 
at the supermarket the other 
day. I am happy that some of 
these old basics are coming back. 
Many people fixed the salt cod 
the same way as the above 
recipe for creamed dried beef. 
How, my friend, Nellie, 
hungered for that old time flavor 
with boiled potatoes. 

One can buy delicious dips and 
sauces already prepared at the 
deli or on our grocery shelves, 
though do not be afraid to ex- 
periment adding your own 
choices of herbs, spices, onions 
and chives to sour cream, yogurt 
or creamed cottage cheese.

East Jordan Marina project first class 


BY ELOUISE ROSSLER 

Snuggled into the. cove 
created by a small bay of the 
South Arm of Lake Charlevoix 
and the mouth of the Jordan 
River is the structure that is 
making the East Jordan Marina 
a reality. As you drive across 
the bridge on M-32 you see the 
pilings to support the dock being 
placed in the water, replacing 
the dredge equipment which had 
been there for several weeks 
removing 23,000 yards of bottom 
from the area. 

By studying the recorded 
depths of the lake area of the 
past 100 years, the engineers of 
United Design Association and 
City Superintendent Mike Dion- 
ne determined that the dock 
would have to be placed at 584 
feet above sea level. This is the 
level of the steps of the Round 
Table Restaurant, just across 
the street from the comfort 
station now being constructed. 
Therefore, the water would 
have to rise as high as M-32 to 
cover the new dock. (Should the 
water rise to that level, there 
would be other concerns in the 
city also!) 

By keeping the present dock, 
and extending it to accom- 
modate fuel pumps and a sewage 
pump station for the boats, the 
harbor will become an enclosed 
haven for those using it. Bor- 
dered on one side by land with 
the comfort station housing 
showers, bathrooms, and a har- 
bormaster’s office, as well as a 
parking lot and park area, the 
marina will be bounded by the 
M32 bridge toward the river

A cantiliver ramp, which is 
hinged to the solid main dock, 
will allow the boat docks to be 
mobile enough to accommodate 
water changes. This means that 
the dock will rise or fall with the 
level of water because of either 
storms or increase in overall 
lake water level. This same 
mechanism will proteet the dock 
from major ice damage as it will 
allow movement of the struc- 
ture, rather than being forced 
against the bulk of the ice. 

The icurrent of the Jordan 
River will flow into the marina 
quiet water area, thus reducing 
the amount of ice buildup in the 
marina area. ; 

Around the outside perimeter 
of the dock are pilings placed 
very close together which are 
12” in diameter by 48 feet long. 
This row of pilings will fend any 
large waves or large ice chunks, 
thus protecting the marina year 
around. With the warmer 
currents of the Jordan River 
preventing ice attachment for a 
longer period of time in the win- 
ter, and the additional pilings, 
there should be no ice damage, 
according to Superintendent 
Dionne. He also said that large

would be removed so they did 
not hit the dock. 

The dredging of the area was 
done using the low water datum 
figures supplied by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. The 
dredging took the bottom out 
from six. to 10 feet below the 
figure given by the Corps of 
Engineers to insure that a 
significant lowering of the water 
level would not leave any boats 
“high and dry.” According to 
engineer John Schlak, the 
dredging should not have to be 
done again as the bottom will 
not refill with new material. 

The dock is being constructed 
of timber, as the old dock which 
is timber has held up very well. 
The dock will provide water, 
electric, phone and cable TV 
hook-ups and will be well lit by 
pier lights. Fifty new boat slips 
are being built and the seven 
existing slips will also be used. 

The dock will have a separate 
walkway for those just wishing 
to stroll and look or for the 
fishermen who will now have a 
much larger area of the lake to 
fish without using a boat. The 
dock should provide haven for 
the migratory fish such as 
walleye, salmon, lake trout, as 
well as the usual blue gills, per- 
ch, and crappies found in the 
lake. 

The hinged cantilever ramp 
will also insure that the dock will 
always be at the same level on a 
boat anchored in its slip. This 
will eliminate the need for lad- 
ders in the boat wells and will 
make the boats always ac- 
cessible.
